DANLEL MAKES A GREAT SPEXOH. 

Debate on the elections bill was resumed, and 
Mr. Daniel addressed the senate in op} sition to 
it. He quoted from Mr. Hoar’s apecch of last 
August that the bill struck at the north as wellas at 
the south, and also recited the motto placed at the 
head of that speech, “Shall we keep faith with the 
peope?” and said that whether sincere or not 
that was a striking battie cry.. The people had 
read that speech, and had answeredit. All of the 
thirteen original states had put upon it the fiat of 
their condemnation. ‘The state of Massa- 
chusetts, at which he strack, in distrust of 
its leeal officers, and its time-honored customs, 
had given him its answer, and he «lid not wonder 
that the senatur from Massachusetts should be so 
impatient, by some method or other, to get the 
corpse taken from the presence of the senate. 
The cold fingers of Cadavor could not be warined 
at the dying fires of sectional late. The senator 
(Mr. Hoar) had prociaimed his purpose to have 
the bil} strike atthe north as well as at the 
south, and the north had taken him at his word, 
and overruled him. And to him he (Mr. Daniel) 
said: Now, shall you keep faith with the American 
people; or will you play tke part of a desperate 
gambier, who, having piayed for a high stake 
and lost, prefers to kick over the 
table, blow ont the lights and, grab the stake 
before the man who has won it can interrupt the 
proceedings? If the senator proposes to snap his 
tingers in the face of that express, emphatic, re- 
sounding condemnation !et him do so, but let him 
not insujt reason andi common sense by asking the 
queéation, “Shall we keep faith with the peop e?’ 
Therenator had not always expressed the high 
confidenee in the judiciary whith he now pro- 
fesses. He had made a 8 eech in the senate in 
whieh he said that he had seen four United States 
judges forced to resigntheir offices in order to es- 
cape impeachment. 

After quoting somewhat extensively from this 
speech, Mr. Daniel expressed his regret that Mr. 
Hoar had vacated his seat since he (Mr. Daniel) 
had commenced to hold up Mr. Hoar’s assau't 
© the judiciary as ‘eg ry uneafe custodian of 
the people’s liberties. he senator might con- 
tinue to absent himself from his seat, and might 
not care to have his doctrines repeated in his 
presence, but he (Mr. Danie)) would point out to 
the few senators who did him the honor to listen 
to him, that today the senator from Massachusetts 
stood before the American. people in that very at- 
titude which he had condemned in his speech. 

RIDICULING THE BILL. 

Referring to the uncertainty of what the report 
of the committee really was, Mr. Daniel charac- 
terized the billasthe worst botched legislative 
job that he had ever seen emanating from a 
committee, and he saidthat the committee on 
privileges and elections ought to be glad to be 
permiited to take it back, and not send it “into 
the breathing world, scarce half made up.” The 
presiding gestius of this bill, who was instigating 
it, and nursing it, had received no allusion froiw 
ihe senator from Massachusetts, save of compli- 
ment, and yet he (Mr. Daniel) had in his hand a 
levisiative record—the report of a committee of 
house representatives, consisting of Messrs. Lynd, 
Forney . and. Frye—trom_ which he _ de- 
duced the conciusion that Mr. Davenport was 
not aman worthy to be supervisor of elections‘ 
but that he was justthe kind of aman to whom 
the promoters and sponsors of the bill wanted to 
turn over the suffruges, rights and privileges of 
the American people. 

Mr. #rye sought the floorto make an explana- 
tion, (stating that he had net signed the report, 
but Mr. Danie! declined to yield for that purpose. 
He quoted from the law report to show that Judge 
Blatchford had condemned the action of Daven- 
port, but has declined to remove bim. The offense 
that he had committed was, Mr. I yvaniel said, ter- 
rorizing, and intimidating American citizens and 
compelling them to surrender their naturalization 
certificate. Who, he asked, demanded the passage 
of the bili? Not the farmers of the country, for 
in theirconvention at Ccila, Fh, they had just 
protested unanimonusiy against it; not the col- 
ored eople of the south, for they had, 
chiteeurt their various representative 
bodies, declared that they did not ask the bill to 
be passed, because it would disturb the kindly re- 
lations that time was establishing between the 
races. 

He closed his speech with the declaration that 
the language which our people speak is the only 
one that hasin it the word “seli-government,” 
but that, wen this bill shall become a law, the 
dictionarv shouid be amended, and the word “‘seltf- 
government” should be erased from a vocabulary 
which has no longer the institutions of liberty to 
which it isapplied. [Applause in the galleries.] 

Mr. Hoar gave notice that he would ask the 
senate tomorrow to set into the evening until the 
debate on the bill was closed. 

After executive session, the senate adjourned. 

Wanamaker’s Trouble. 

The friends of Postmaster General Wana- 
maker today positively deny that bis Phila- 
delphia house will make an assignment. 

While Mr. Wanamaker has been embar- 
rassed in a financial way for some time they 
say he will pull through all right, They say 
the reason he morigaged his home here for 
55,000 was because he could make more profit 
onthe money in his business than he would 
have to pay interest on the amount borrowed ; 
that he has always carried morigages on his 
real estate in this manner. Mr. Wanamaker 
himself is quoted as saying that he is all right 
Bvancially, only a little depressed for the time 
being. Itis the general opinion here that he 
has madea signal failure in politics, and had

FICE ALLEGED 


AND LAID AT THE FEET OF VICKERY. 


The Railroad Route Agents on the AirLine- 


Redaced in Number Until the Mails 
Are Partially Blockaded.

There is going to be soine old-time kicking 


by the newspapersin regard to the inexcusable | 
' delays in the. transmission of mail matter in | 
| the south, and especially in North Carolina, if 


Superintendent @haries W. Vickery does not 
make haste and remedy the present evils ex- 
isting in the service. 

Aseverybody knows the Washington and 
Charlotte division is the most importantin the 
entire third district of the railway mail set- 
vice. It is the great mail feeder for the south, 


! and aboveall others it should be furnished 


with enough clerks and be well equipped. 
MR. VICKERY’S ‘“‘RCONOMY.”’ 

Since Mr. Vickery has beenin charge the 
foree of mail agents has been reduced, until 
the men are required to stand on their feet 
from twenty to twenty-two hours 
hard at work, without a moment’s rest or 
sleep, and it is not a rare occasion for the mail 
agents from Washington to come into Char- 


lotte so badly ‘“‘stuck”’ that more than a thow’- 


sand pounds of important mai] matter for 
states further south are obliged to be carried 
into the Charlotte postoftice, and there lie 
until] the next morning, losing fourteen hours, 
and then be remailed. The south-beund mail is 
then sent north to be worked at the first oppor- 
tunity betweem here and Washington, and 
again started x | its proper course. Asa rule, 
the agents find no time to work before reach- 
ing Washington. At the lowest calculation 
it must be delayed from thirty-six to forty- 
eight hours. 
A SAMPLE CASE, 

Today THE ConsTITUTION correspondent 
observed about 1,500 pounds of mail matter 
for South Carolina and Georgia, which was 
brought in on the noon train, and piled upin 
the Charlotie office, when tomorrow momning 
it will be placed on the north-bound train. 
When it will reach its destination at this rate, 
a prophet of Israel only knows. Now, for all 
this tomfoolery, the mailagentsare not by any 
means to blame. They come in, after work- 
ing hard for twenty-two long hours, and their 
haggard look tells their tale of woe. The 
truth of the business is that Mr. Vickery is 
trying to startle the world by “‘economic man- 
agement,’’ and to do this, he had to reduce the 
force of mail agents until the number left is 
wholly insufficient to handle the great load of 
mail matter on this important division, and 
the result is as stated. 

NO ATTENTION PAID TO COMPLAINTS, 

Ample money is always appropriated for the 
mail service, and there is no excuse for Mz. 
Vickery permitting such a state 6f affairs to 
exist. His attention has been time and again 
called to,the matter, but he declines to apply 
the remedy. While many letters are thus de- 
layed tbe bulk of the matter is generally made 
up of newspapers, and generally the 
papers from the south have a tough time get- 
ting from hefe north. The postal authorities 
here, on being questioned about the matter, 
admitted the fact as stated above, and said the 
only explanation they had to offer was that 
Vickery appeared to be more in for economy 
than he was for the prompt transmission of 
the mails. : 


THE NEGROES EXCITED 


Over the Killing of One of Their Number 
by a White Man, 

‘CHARLOTTE, N. C., December 9.—[Special.]— 
Sheriff Smith has a new prisoner in charge, anda 
crowd of excited negroes are watching the dead 
body of their neighbor and kinsman in Sharon 
township. 

The new prisoner is Thomas K. Samonds, and 
the dead body is that of Elijah Gilmore. The 
negroes are very much excited, but there is no 
danger of any further trouble, as any attempt at 
violence would be immediately suppressed by the 
authorities. 

Samonds killed Gilmore,and he does not deny 
it, but he will, no doubt, have a troublesome time 
explaining to Judge Mears, of the criminal court, 
why he committed the crime. It appears that 
Gilmore lived on a farm, which Samonds formerly 
owned, and that he, although no longer owning 
the land, bad viven the negro orders not to cut 
down any trees to use for firewood. Gilmore con- 
sulted his I:ndlord about the matter and was 
given permission to cut the trees, but Samonds, it 
appears, felt that hjs orders were being disre- 

rarded, so he threatened to kill the negro if he 
did not cease to cut the trees. Just after dinner 
yesterday Gilmore hitched up his mules to his 
wagon, und taking Lock Porter, another negro 
along with him, drove into the Woods to cut and 
haul a load of wood. They had felled a tree and 
were cutting it into firewood when Porter saw 
Samonds coming towards them with a gun in 
his hand. Gilmore was standing onthe trunk 
of the tree chopping, when Porter 
calledto him that Samonds was approaching. 
Just as the negro started to turn around Samonds 
shouted out: 

“Didn’t I tell you not to cut those trees?’’ 

As he said the words he took aim and fired 
Gihaore was half turned with his ax in hand, and 
without uttering a word he feti to the ground, his 
ax whirling some five feet from him, and falling 
on the opposite side of the log. His hat did not 
leave his head, and was half filed with blood and 
brains when the dead man was removed. Porter 
was chopping at the other end o: the log, and says 
that after Samonds shot Gilmore, he started to 
reload his gun, and thinking the load was for his 
murder, he left rather wuncermoniously. The 


weapon Samonds used was a breech-loading thirty- 


two caliber center fire, and the ball took effect in 
(iilmore’s head. Samonds was arrested here by 
Constable Irwin just us he boarded the Statesville 
train. He was committed until he can havea pre- 
limiuary hearing.

In Which the Alliancemen Antagonize the 
Reform Men, Creating a Feud Which 
Will Be to Hampton’s Benefit.

Intense excitement attended the session of 
the legislature today. Hampton's cause was 
felt to be hopeless, yet those who clung to 
his fortunes had within them the fateful 
feeling that all was not yet lost.

This surprising result could not at. first be 
explained. It was generally supposed that 
Irby and Donaldson were both alliaucemen;

THE INSIDE FACTS. 

The bitter language indulged in by the 
Irby men tonight, however, aroused your 
correspondent’s suspicions that all was not 
well in the anti-Hampton camp, and he 
proceeded to investigate with this'result: 

There are some facta under the surface of 
this senatorial contest which are not generally 
understood, and which may yet give the 
senatorship to Hampton. Few people un- 
derstand that Tilli:nan is not, strictly speak- 
ing, an allianceman. He is the head of 
the farmers’ reform movement, which is 
distinct from the alliance, and he himself, 
it is said, has openly opposed the subtreas- 
ury plan. There are three factions in the 
legislature, as in. the state: The alliance- 
men, the reformers (both of whom united 
on Tillman for governor), and the straight- 
outs, who opposed him. 

THE ALLIANCEMEN DID IT. 

It was the alliancemen who astonished 
the legislature today by casting 48 votes 
for Donaldson, nominee of a caucus held 
last night. Irby’s 55 votes were from ‘the 
reformers. 

Irby and his friends are reliably reported 
to feel very bitter against the Donaldson 
movement, and it is stated tonight, on 
what seems unquestioned authority, that 
they will vote for Hampton rather than 
suffer Donaldson to win.

DUBLIN TO GIVE HIM A RECEPTION, 


He Is to Be the Guest of the Lord Mayor and 
There Wull Be a Grand Proces-

Lexpon, December 9.—The anti-ParneH 
section of the Irish party met today and dis 
cussed the terms of its proposed manifesto.

SWINGS FROM A TREE. 

Day before yesterday a white man, whose

THE WORK OF MOONSHINERS. 

Nothing definite can be learned about the 
affair, but it is understood tho infamous work 
was done by “‘moonshiners,’?’ who suspected 
the man of informing the revenue officials of 
the whereabouts of their blockade distilleries. 

A Night of Terror. 

At o'clock last night the dwelling house of 
Mr. R. F. Webb, situated on the outskirts of town, 
was discovered to be on fire. Help was sum- 
moned, the household goods removed at once, and 
the work «f tighting fire begun, and with vigorous 
and continued efforta the building was finally 
saved befure very great damage was done to it. 

THE SECOND FIRE. 

At ll o'clock. and before the smoke of the fire 
had hardiy disappeared, another alarm was 
sounded. This time the big steam cotton 
gin belonging to Mr. John UL. Hudson, 
was tound to be on fire, and 
from the time of its discovery to this hourmen have 
fought fire with all their might, and, though the 
ginhonse and its contents are destroyed, the town 
has been saved from what,at one time, promised 
total distruction. 

The ginhonse was situated on the west side of, 
and near the public square, and with the wind 
biowing from the northwest jit required Herculean 
efforts to prevent the fire spreading over the en- 
tire public square. Several buildings caught 
from the fiying sparks, but were put out before 
any material damage was done, The fire in the 
ginhouse is still burning, but the danger to the 
town jas passed. 

TNE DAMAGE DONE. 

There were about 25,000 pounds of seed cotton 
and 2,060 bushels of cotton seed in 
the burning building. Eighty or ninety 
bales at cotton were on the 
grounds near the ginhouse, but were all saved 
with slight damage except one, which was burned 
entirely up. The loss is estimated at about $3,000, 
Mr. Hudson is the heaviest loser. 

Nobody knows how the fire originated. Some 
believe it the work of 2n incendiary. Others think 
it canght from matches, etc.

THE WORK OF THE STORM. 


A Cycione Which Swept a Wide Margin of 
' Country. 

LAGRANGE, Ga., December = 9.—(Special.j— 
The particulars of a bad cyclone have just been 
brought to LaGrange this morning from over the 
river about Antioch, inthiscounty. It seems that 
the storm came in to the left of Antioch, and 
what it did in that community has not been 
learned, but as it came on down it struck the Kall- 
ing place, blowing down barns and 
outhouses and killing a very 
valuable mule belonging to Mr. Euler Crowder, 
Coming on, it struck the residence of Rev. Hugh 
Houston, unroofing his whole honse, blowing 
away his dining roon, cooking room, one bed- 
yroom, all the verandas, all the chimneys, and 
playing havoc gemeralily. Mrs. Houston was 
in the dining room just about a minute 
before the cyclone struck it, but, fortunately, 
had gone into her own room justasit came. Had 
she remained in the dining room for a minute 
longer, there can be nodoubt but that we would 
have been calied upon to record her death. Be- 
sides the damage done the residence, all the our- 
houses were blown down, the barn ruined and sev- 
eral cattle killed. Some of the articles blown away 
haven't been seen or heard of. There were four 
Jadies in the house at the time of the storm, Mr. 
Houston being away filling an appointment. The 
storm continued in its course after striking this 
house and blew down several barns and outhouses 
on other plantations. 

The forests) are said ‘to be  com- 
pletely demolished, the trees being 
cut off about half way up and scattered every- 
where. After doing all this damage, the tornado 
seems to have risen, and it is supposed that it 
spent its fury higher up in the atmosphere. Ali of 
it happened in a great deal shorter time than it 
takes to tell it. The storm passed about 9 o'clock 
a.m. The only good thing abvut the whole business 
was the fact that no one was killed.

$10,000 to $15.000 each, and 11umerous others worth 
$5,000 to $5,000 each. 

These nen are good cizizens, thrifty, progressive 
and ambitious, and they propose to do their full 
quota, in proportion to their means, towards 
the advancement of the educational interests of 
their race, and the materia! promotion of the 
prosperity of America. 

The erty will de all they can toaidin the selec- 
tion of this place as the location, especially as this 
is the center of the negro belt of southwest 
Georgia, anc the most suitable piace for such an 
institution.

THE WATERWORKS ISSUE 


Carried to a Successful Termination in Mil- 
ledgeville. 

MILLEDGEVILLE, Ga., December 9.—-[Special.}— 
The election today on the waterworks question 
resulted overwhelmingly in favor of “For the In- 
crease.” The largest election in several years 
gave five-sixths of the votes polled to the move- 
inept, and the demonstration made by the peo- 
ple tonight is second to nothing of the kind 
ever seen here. The issue made, settled as it was 
by today’s vote, means that Milledgeville is to be 
supplied in the future by a.system of waterworks 
that will cost above $100,000,and will put it among 
the foremost cities of the country in that particu- 
lar. The company has already been formed. The 
water will be brought from the oars ah spring 
four miles from here, and the supply is exhaust- 
less. A grist mill and ginnery is now being run 


from the power of the tlow from the fifty springs 


in that locality, and as soon as the system is com- 
pleted 5,000,000 gallons will be given the city daily 
with force sufficient to throw water 100 feet above 
the tallest building here. The water is clear as 
crystal, cold,and is thought to possess mineral 
properties.

AMERICUS, Ga., December 9.—[Special.|—A sd—- 
fous shooting affray took place this afternoon in 
J. W. Russeill’s store, on Forsyth street, and on 
Cotton avenue, by which: one negro has his jaw 
shattered, and another has a Winchester rifle bal 
throuch his body. 

George Parker, & carpenter, was showing a new 
self-cocking pistol to George Williams, when the 
latter pulled the triger, and the ball crashed 
through the jaw of an unknown 
negro standing by. The wounded man 
ran at full speed down Cotton 
avenue, while a policeman arrested George 
Parker, the owner of the pistol. 
andranatter the wounded negro to bring him 
back, to prove that the shooting was accidental. 
The latter ran intoa colored boarding house on 
Cotton avenue, and called out toa man inside to 
get his Winchester and shoot Parker. The occu- 
pant of the house seized a gun, and, in spite of 
Parker’s shouts that he meant no harm, and 
although he turned back and started = off 
when he saw the hostile demonstration, the 
man with the Winchester fired at Parker, 
and shot him through the bowels. The man with 
the broken jaw, and his would-be defender then 
both flew, and made good their escane. 

The names of neither are yet known to any- 
body. 

Parker is seriously and probably fatally 
wounded. The surgeoms cannot determine the 
probable result before tomorrow. 

The police are making every effort to find the 
runaways tonight and bring the man who shot 
Parker to justice.

Sheriff Smith, 
with Deputy Hendry assisting, took charge 
of ‘the entire party, lawyers and clients, and 
started after dark for Mr. Tutty’s, fifteen 
miles: away, where they arrived after bed- 
time. Mr. Tutty let them in, kindleda 
fire, and soon they were warming before the 
cheerful blaze. 

The noise aroused old Mrs. Tutty, an old crone 
of one hundred and three winters, and out she 
came in her night dress, armed with a broom- 
stick and an immense night cap. 

Sheriff, deputies and lawyers were almost 
ready to beat a retreat at this strange appari- 
tion, anditis said {that Hewlitt got into a 
corner; and thought his time had come. 

“Tieves! Tieves!” she cried in her shrill 
voice. ‘“‘Youcome ‘ere to rob Villiam of ’is 
money.

Subsequent to the meeting of the Terminal 
company a stockholders’ meeting of the Richmond 
and Danville Railroad Company was held. The 
stock, nearly the whele of which is held by the 
Terminal company, was {voted for the following 
officers: John H. Inman, president. Directors: 
Samuel Thomas, Calvin 8. Brice, John G. More, 
John C. Calhoun, John A. Rutherford, C. M. Mc- 
Ghee, John M. Hail, John T. Barbour, Samuel M. 
Inman, George J. Gould, James B. Pace and W. 
G. Oakman. 

The report of the president called attention to 
the fact of a large increase in the gross earnings 
and also net earnings, the increase in the former 
being over one and a half millions, and in the 
latter over 8400,000 and to the unusual pros- 
perity prevailing in mineral, agricultural and 
manufacturing industries throughout that por- 
tion of the south traversed by the Richmond and 
Danville system. A ia ge, arrangement be- 
tween the Chesapeake and Ohio railroad and thi 
company for the use of the Virginia Midland 
tracks was directed to be executed. 


NEWS OF THE RAILROADS. 


At the annual meeting of the Southern Pas- 
senger Association, held in New York, December 
2d, several amendments were made to the agree- 
ment now in force among the. roads of the asso- 
ciation. ‘These amendments were submitted to a 
committee appointed for the purpose, and a 
special meeting of the association will be held on 
the first Tuesday in February, to consider their 
report. 

The appointment of Mr. D. E. King as commere- 
cial agent of the Missouri Pacific railroad, with 
headquarters in Atlanta, is announced. Mr. King 
will take charge of his new office on December 
15th, and his territory will include Georgia, Ten- 
nessee, Alabama, Florida, Mississippi and New 
Orleans. . ; 

The earnings of the Louisville and Nashville 
railroad for the fourth week of November were 
$481,235, an increase of $6,623 over the correspond- 
ing week of 1889. The total earnings for four 
weeks of November, 1890, were $1,654,810, an in- 
crease over the corresponding period of last year 
of $59,394. 

The frequency of accidents on the Cincinnati 
Southern road has caused the railway mail clerks 
on that road to rise up in protest. They are pre- 
paring a petition setting forth the number of dis- 
asters on that road inthe past three years, and 
the number of deaths and injuries they have suf- 
fered in consequence, and asking that the mail 
car be placed at the rear end of the train.

EDITOR CONSTITUTION: As you gave R. T. Nes- 
bitt space in your Sunday’s issue to attack the ad- 
ministration of the department of agriculture by 
my father, the Hon, John T. Henderson, I ask 
space for this, my review of that interview.

Hartridge, of Savannah, at the Gate City 
Guard armory last night. 

It wasa masterpiece of its kind; fall of 
quiet humor, good-natured sarcasm, quaint ex-

The lecturer did what few lecturers can do, 
too—he kept every member of his audience 
interested from the beginning to the end of 


his talk. i 

Mr. Hartridge was introduced by Mr. Smith 
Clayton, of Atlanta. 

“We anti-Gordon. people came here,” said Mr. 
Hartridge, “thinking as much of a map with 
two legs as we did of a man with 
one. We had made up our minds 
that the war was over. We came here to legislate 
for tho county, and to beat Gordon. We did 
everything expected of us, except to vote against 
Gordon. It was six and six, and he turned Jack. 

“We nominated a man. You know how the 
State ratified thit nomination. Down here in 
Newton county Calhoun got 21 votes. and Emmett 
Womack 410. They say the 410 votes were meant 
for Pat Calhoun. There was a confusion of 
names, Pat aed Emmett, both vite: of Lrish 
origin, and looking so mucin alike that the people 
of Newton county couldn’t tell ’em apart.

Mr. Gladstone Ee iresed the opinion, 
several years age, that some of our 
American capitalists were growing too 
rich. | 

The great English statesman thought 
that “our financial and business interests 


were in danger of falling under the ab-— 


solute control of a few rich men. 

In a recent article on great «fortunes 
The New York World showed that we 
have a thousand men who are each 
worth $1,000,000 or more. Scores of 
Americans are worth more than any 
European monarch—more than the richest 
of the Rothchilds. In Europe a_ great 
fortune is the accumulation of a _ long 
ancestry; in this country it is generally 
the accumulation of a single generation. 

We have i22 Americans who are 
worth over $5,000,000 each. 

Thirty-five of our capitalists are worth 
over $10,000,000 each. 

And there are three 
States who are worth 
each. 

Think of it! There 
country whose incomes 
a day! 

The farmers of the south, at a_ time 
when they are unable to turn their cot- 
ton into its cash equivalent, will see 
something in this golden picture that 
will give them food for thought. 

In fact, the farmers are doing a good 
deal of hard thinking these days, and it 
is bound to produce results. ‘The National 
Farmers’ Alliance has just put a _ plank 
in its platform in favor of a just and 
equitable graduated tax on incomes, and 
the country will endorse it. Under such 
a tax something can be done to prevent 
the $20,000 a day capitalist from grow- 
ing richer, and the $1 a day toiler from 
growing poorer. It is the concentration 
of too much wealth in the hands of the 
few that checks general prosperity. 

The farmers are on the righ’ line, 
and in this fight they are the people, 
for the people are with them. 


The Winter in the West. 

The farmers in some section; of the far 
west have entered upOn a severe an dis- 
astrous winter. When their crops were 
harvested the mpnopolists raised the cry of 
overproduction, and the farmers were glad 
to dispose of their corn at 10 cents a bushel. 
Millions of bushels were sold at that price, 
being eagerly bought up by the monopolists. | 
but in a short time the price of corn went 
up to 40 cents, and the farmers were ‘“‘left.”’

Silver Coinage in China. 

News comes from China, through the 
American minister there, that hereafter that 
empire will coin its own silver and make 
legal tender of the coinage. Leretofore, 
although China has been regarded as a 
Standard silver country, there has been no 
silver standard so far as coin is concerned. 
‘The metal has circulated as bullion only, 
and by weight, the Mexican dollar and the 
American trade dollar passing current only 
as so much bullion, and on the same terms 
with all other forms of the metal. 

Now that China is to begin the coinage of 


silver on her own account, the organs which 
thave heretofore been claiming that free | 


coinage in the United States would have no 
appreciable effect on the price of silver in 
the goid standard countries, are now remark- 
ing that it is hardly possible to overestimate 
the importance of this new departure in the 
financial policy of the celestial empire. The 
Wall street organs were wrong about the re- 


. sult of free coinage in the United States, 


but they are entirely right about the effect 
of the new law in China. 

In that country, the white metal, which 
has been hawked about as a marketable 
commodity, will now be exalted into money 
by law, and wil] be the standard of value. 
The new departure will change the financial 
relations between China and the gold 


standard countries, but to what extent the | 


Wall street organs do not undertake to say. 
‘As we have frequently remarked, the 
views and predictions of the financial editors 
and experts are worthless, and yet it is un- 
doubtedly true that the new policy of China

will have a tendency to enhance the price of 
the white metal. It is another and a very 
long step that the world is taking in the 
direction of simpler and safer financial 
methods. It constitutes a fact that is of 
immense importance to the people of the 
United States, who are on the eve, if the 
politicians will give them an opportunity, 
of returning to the free coinage of silver. 
Nothing stands inthe way of this but the 
remnants of the corrupt republican party, 
which, in spite of the warnings the voters of 
the country have given it, still retains its 
scandalous partnership with Wall street and 
the money power. 

There can be no doubt about the result 
of free coinage in the United States. It 
would bring silver toa parity with gold in all 
European countries, and would enable’ the 
United States government to add to the 
circulation of the country all the money 
that is needed in trade and business. 


Boston Views of Journalism. 

At the recent-annual meeting of the Bos- 
ton Press -Club several veteran newspaper 
men made some interesting and valuable 
journalistic suggestions. 


that the business office should have a clear 
idea of the editorial province, and the 
editorial department should have sufficient 
respect for the business office not to allow 
the paper to be run by a mass meeting or 
by outsiders. 

Mr. Herbert Underwood declared that 
more reporters were wanted at $40 a week. 
Ilis idea was that the modern newspaper 
demanded the best, brightest and most 
readable reportorial work that can be ob- 
tained, and when competent reporters make 
their appearance they should be paid high 
salaries. 

Mr. Edward Hazewell said that a thorough 
knowledge of general history, the history of 
his own country, and of his own state, was 
the best preparation an editorial writer 
could have for his work, and such knowl- 
edge was absolutely necessary for a well- 
equipped reporter. As a model of historical 
accuracy, the speaker mentioned the editor- 
ial page of The New York Sun, and said 
that an editorial page with brains in it was 
by no means to be despised. 

Mr. Thomas F. i ena magnified the 
reporter, but said that his matter must be 
fresh, reliable and brightly written. 

It was suggested by other speakers that it 
was a waste of money and space to print 
poor and unsatisfactory illustrations, and 
objection was made to the use in daily 
papers of certain heavy technical matter, 
which could be better handled by trade 
journals devoted to special interests. 

Evidently this Boston club is a brainy 
affair. The members do not meet simply to 
eat and drink and tell jokes, They have a 
good time, but they also have an eye to 
business. They are a level-headed set of 
fellows. 


Reed in a New Role. 

Speaker Need is posing as a literary man. 
His contributions to literature do not amount 
to much, but still there is a demand for 
them among the magazines and literary 
weeklies. ‘The fat speaker has raised such 
an uproar in the house during his texm of 
office that the public wants an explanation. 
Hence the demand for articles from his 
pen. 

The Youth’s Companion now advertises 
Ina recent 
number of that publication he endeavors to 
explain the business of the house of repre- 
sentatives for the entertainment of young 
America. But itis a° curious explanation 
and places the house and its members in a 
bad ligh¥ before the youth of this country. 
Speaker Reed says: 

You may wonder perhaps, how business is done 
in such an assembly, and. how any one understands 
what is going on, The truth is, that a good many 
members never do understand what is going on, 


and, even if they happen to know the name of it, 
are quite unacquainted with the substance. 


We are sorry to hear so bad an account of 
the house of representatives. It is calculated 
to awaken the interest, but will hardly com- 
mand the respect of youthful readers, and it 
places Reed himself in a bad light before 
them. 

The confusion and uproar which have 
prevailed in the house during the present 
speaker's administration were due to his 
own arbitrary and partisan attitude and to 


his. purpose. He neglects to state these 
facts, however, and leaves his readers in 
doubt as to the cause, 
- It is not very complimentary to the mem- 
bers of the house—this Youth’s Companion 
article of Speaker Reed’s. They are blown 
abroad as men who are unfit to represent 
the people, in that they do not understand 
the business of the house, and are in a state 
of only semi-consciousness while it is in ses- 
sion. 

The conclusion of the whole matter is that 
Thomas B. Reed is the only sensible man in 
the building, the rest being fools—in his 
estimation. As an egotist Speaker Reed is 
a great literary success. But his fame ends 
there.

of things in the magazine and publishing !

out of the literary field. The pictorial idea 
has taken the place of literary purpose, and 
now the desire is for sensations that can be 
run into the gelatine process. 

What is the result? It is very simple and 
very natural. The newspapers, taking ad- 
vantage of the fact that real literature is 
almost entirely neglected by the alleged 
literary periodicals, have entered the field, 
and, with an energy and a promptness with 
which the magazines cannot compete, are 
making a feature of serials, short stories, 
sketches and poetry. They have demon- 
strated the fact that the public has a taste 
for literature. 

The result is that four issues of The New 
York Sunday Sun (for instance) contain as 
much entertaining literary matter as afl the 
pictorial magazines put together. 

Does it pay? The question may be an- 
swered by asking another. Is it reasonable 
to suppose that the newspapers would be 
able to secure the most famous writers if 
their literary features didn’t pay? The great 
trouble with the magazines is that they have 
permitted the newspapers to occupy this 
profitable field. 

Mr. Bok says that there are plenw of 
writers at the north, but no ideas. This 
may be true, and it is no doubt true that 
editors are willing to pay well forideas. We 
charge them nothing, however, for suggest- 
ing that the magazines make their pictorial 
features subordinate to the kind of literature 
that the people want to read, and that they 
allow writers of fiction the largest latitude 
in which to let ‘“natur’ cut her caper.”’

Henry W. Sage, who is ten times a mill-. 
ionaire, said to a New York reporter the 
other day: ‘I du not know how much Iam 
worth, but I do know that if I could find in 
all the world fifty men who would work for 
me with the enthusiasm, persistence and

buy a ticket entitling them to a seat in a parlor 
car between any two points ona railroad, and then 
be so unfortunate as to lose the ticket, they need 
not lose thejseat or the ride. All they need do is to go 
back to the agent from whom they purchased, and 
get from hima linereciting the fact of the pur- 
chase and the loss of the ticket. With 
this in hand go boldly into the carand demand 
your seat, and he will be a bold conductor, and 
wofully ignorant of the decisions of the supreme 
court of the state of New York. who refuses it to 
you. This is the law in the state of New York ac- 
cording to the court above referred to. Itis also 
the law according to the supreme court of Indiana 
that when a ticket consists of coupons good for 
going and returning over the same route between 
two points, the coupons are good for passage 
either way, no matter if one or both of them say 
n ot good if detached.” So long as a railroad 
agrees to carry a passenger both ways 
for a specified sum, the contract cannot 
be vitiated by a change from what the 
railroad intended in the order in which the cou- 
pons are taken up. Coupons, especially on long 
trips, are apt to become separated by accident or 
carelessness, and it is good sense as well as good 
law that requires railroad companies to honor 
them if not presented in exact accordance with 
the wording of the contract on their face.

GOSSIP OF A DAY. « 


Mr. John W. Postgate, who is in the ‘city 
arranging for the appearance of “Bluebeard, Jr.,” 
at the opera house on next Monday and Tuesday, 
is @ newspaper man of wide and varied experience. 
He was sent to Europe by The Chicago Inter 
Ocean during the Kusso-Turkish war, and was one 
of the first American journalists to dispatch news 
cablegrams direct to Chicago. He was official re- 
porter of the Canadian house of commons for 
several sessions, and represented The United 
Press and The Chicago Herald in Washington, 
three years, and during the first six months 
of this year was in England, making a study of 
the economic condition of the industrial’ classes 
for the Chicago Herald. Mr.jPostgate’s letters to 
that Journal did a great deal toward exploding the 

pauper labor” platform of the protectionists. He 
lived .mong the English workmen to familiarise 
himself with their habits and domestic economy, 
and reported nothing but facts gathered by the 
Closest observation. 

“I was surprised at the result of my mission,” 
said Mr. Postgate to a CoNsTITUTION reporter 
last night. “In the four leading industries of the 
country—iron and steel, coal mining and cotton 
and woolen manufacturing—which give employ- 
ment to the great bulk of the population, 1 found 
the workmen earning more in actual wages, in 
innumerable instances, than the American laborers 
in the same industries. The miners of Durham 
were making $1.65 per shift, of seven 
hours. from ‘bunk to bunk,’ which is equivalent 
to about five oz six hours work at the ‘face.’ That is 
considerably more than the slaves of the Pennsyl- 
Vania Coal barons are permitted toearn; but the 
English hewers have other privileges which place 
them on astill higher plane than our coal miners. 
Kach family has a brick cottage of from three to 
tive rooms, and receives gratis trom the pit owners 
alithe coal they need for domestic, purposes. 
The cottages have large garden plats 
in the rear and many of the pitmen 
raise nearly alithe vegetables they need. Free 
house-rent and firing, however, is an institution 
peculiar tothe coal regions of Northumberland 
and Durham. Workn.en in other industries have 
to pay rent like other mortals, but in all the large 
manufacturing towns bouses, of rrom four to six 
rooms—good, substantial, comfortable dwellings, 
with all the sanitary imprevements—can be rented 
{yom $1 to $1.50 per week, clear of all rates.”

“How does the cost of living compare with this 
country?” I asked. 

“Itis about the same,” replied Mr. Postgate, 
“but the American bas the advantage in cheap 
fruits. Peaches, grapes and pineapples are luxu- 
ries which none but the well todoin Great Brit- 
ain can afford. In ththnatter of necessaries, how- 
éver, the British workman ison a par with his 
American cousin—indeed, in some respects he is 
better off. A good article of sugar 
can be bought for 3 cents per pound, 
and vegetables are much cheaper than they are on 
this side. Clothing is from*one-third to one-half 
cheaper in England, and nuinberiess sma!l articles 
which enter into the daily economy of life, can be 
purchased for 1 cent to2 cents which invariably 
cost a nickel or a dime in the United States. 
Taking everything into consideration $10 in Eng- 
ow is at least equalin purchasing power to $15

“But, do many of the British workmen get $10 a 
week’”’ 

“Thousands uponthbousands of them in all the 
manufacturing centers make that sum. Nine 
and $10 is the mimimum wages fixed by the unions 
of the leading trades, and thousands of work- 
men make at ieast a third more by working over- 
time. The Saturday half-holiday prevails allover 
England. Even the shopkeepers in most of the 
towns close a half day during the week. 
The hours of labor’ are pretty uni- 
form at fifty-four per week, al- 
though the spinners and weavers of Lancashire 
stick to fifty-six, and persistently refuse to join 
any movement for an eight-hour day. They show 
wisdom and true patriotism in this attitude. 
American and Indian manufacturers are crowd- 
ing them so close that the diminution of the work- 
ing week by eight hours would increase the cost 
of production to an extent that wonid endanger 
Engiand’s supremacy in this great industry.”

“Do wages show a general upward tendency in 
Great Britain?’’ 

“They have steadily increased since the repeal 
of the common laws and the adoption of a liberal 
fiscal policy. Fifty vears ago the British work- 
men was little better than aserf. His work was 
uncertain and his pay miserable; it was a hard 
struggle for him to obtain a bare subsistence. 
Today, with wages from 50 to 75 per cent higher, 
he is a8 comfortable as any workman in the 
world. Food and clothing are _ considerably 
cheaper, and with the advent of cheap 
food and clothing came _ aspirations for 
higher things. Bit by bit the well-fed workman 
severed the chains which held him down, until 
today he is a political power in the land, and the 
greatest statesinen pay heed to his siightest be- 
hests. The coal miners of (;reat Britain send five 
representatives to the British parliament, and 
other trades are well represented in the house of 
commons.”

Mr. Postgate carries with him an interesting 
souvenir of his English trip in the shape of an 
autograph note from Mr. W. E. Gladstone. It was 
written in reply to a request for an articie for The 
Chicago Herald on the benefits likely to accrue 
from the adoption of a free trade policy in this 
country.

A Card from Commnissioner Nesbitt. 
DEPARTMENT OF AGRICULTURE, Deceinber 8.— 
Editor Constitution: In your report of my re- 
marks on the bill recently introduced in the 
senate to abolish the department of agriculture, 


| Tam, doubtless unintentionally, misquoted on 


one point. I did not wish‘to produce the impres- 
sion that the present system of inspection is 
“rotten and afforded no proteetion to the farm- 
ers.” What I did wish to say isthis: While 
the present system does not fure 
nish the farmers that full and thorough protec- 
tion they should receive, it is much better than 
that in use in neighboring states; and with some 
changes, which I shall recommend to the legisla- 
ture at its summer session, I think I can give the 
farmers all the protection they wil! need. If the 
legislature will give the state chemist, now located 
at the capitol, a sufficient force to complete his 
analyses early in the season, he can then 
devote his time to such samples as_ the 
farmers will send in, and to the 
analysis of mineral waters, soil tests, etc. We all 
know that the soil varies in different localities; 
even on the same farm, and the owner should know 
just what plant foodeach part requires. Where 
he 1s in doubt on this point, he should be able to 
obtain the information from this department. 
Tie money for this work should come from the 
inspection of fertilizers, thus conferring a benefit 
on the farmers, andinsucha wayas not to be 
felt by the taxpavers of the state. 

Give the department a fair trial before the peo- 
ple, the agricultural classes, for whose benefit it 
was created; and if, under these conditions, it 
should fail of its object, I, too, will advocate its 
abolishment. 

Iam endeavoring to reorganize the department 
on a just and equitable basis, regulating salaries 
according to the work performed, stopping un- 
necessary leaks and inaugurating certain im- 
provements ; but these changes cannot be brought 
aboutin a day. To the “farmers’ legisiature”’ I 
look for sympathetic co-operation, and I trust I 
shall not be disappointed.

This is materiai to the planter, but if this 
bill becomes alaw the landlord instead of the 
derelict tenant will have these attorney’s fees to 
pay. Thisisa billthat cuts both ways, and | 
trust our farmer friends will consider well this 
view of the mutter.

THE TWO NEW SCHOOLS. 


———y 


They Will Be Finished on or Before 
January Ist. 

A rumor has been pretty extensively circulated 
of late, to the effect that neither of the two new 
schoolhouses now in process of erection, will be 
completed in time for occupancy at the com- 
mencement of the winter term, which opens on 
the first Monday after New Year’s Day. 
oe they will be entirely completed neverthe- 

a8. 

So says Mr. D. A. Beatie, chairman of the build- 
ing committee, and a statement from such a 
source is certainly authoritative. 

The school on State street will be finished on or 
about the 20th instant, and the board will probably 
name it after the street on which it is aituated. 

The other new sehool, at the corner of Frazer 
and Love streets, is a little behind the other, but 
the contractor, Mr. E. G. Willingham, has. assured 
Mr. Beatie that the Ist of January will witness 1ts 
completion. The roof is now being placed on the 
latter, and when that is completed work upon the 
interior will be continued s ily, regardless of 
the weather. 

Both schools will be heated and ventilated by 
the Smead system, whieb has for some time been 
in use in several of the schools in the city, and has 
always given perfect satisfaction. 

The grounds around both schools will be roomy 
and thoroughly drained, and will afford the young 
idea ample opportunity to stretch himself, gam- 
bol and give vent to his exurberance to his heart’s 
content. 

The cost of the two schools, ger yg all in- 
terior furnishings, but exclusive of the lots, will 
be $35,400, or $17,700 each. The lot on which the 
State street school stands cost the city $2,900, 
while the Frazer street lot cost $3,500. 

It is the purpose of the board to open only the 
first five grades in the new schools, and the 
grades from the fitth to the eight inclusive, will be 
opened as necessity demands. 

The principals and all the teachers for both 
schools have already been appointed, and there 
appears to be no reason why the two schvols will 
not be ready to take their places in line with the 
rest when the proper time arrives. 

The next reguiar meeting of the board of edu- 
cation will take place either on the evening before 
or after Christmas day. 

The matter of purchasing philosophical and 
mechanical apparatus and books for use in the 
boys’ and girls’ high schools has already received 
soine discussion, but it is probable that nothing 
further will be done in the matter until next 
year. Another matter which will also be post- 
poned until 1891 is the purchasing of globes for 
geographical study in the grammar schools. 

A decided difference of opinion exists among 
the meimbers. of the board upon the subject of 
written and oral work inthe schools. Some of 
the ménibers think thata great many of the re- 
ports shoul be eiisainated, and that examina- 
tions should be made fewer and more broadening 
in their scope. Written work, they ¢@laim, 
gives the children, and the older ones 
especially, Opportunities to falsify in their 
class sessions which could not possibly arise in 
oral work. Another point they nake is that the 
results obtained do not warrant the heavy extra 
work of aking out reports and examining papers 
which devolves upon the teachers. 

The other side claims that while a few minor 
abuses do at present exist in the school curricu- 
lium, they can be easily remedied, and that a 
Wholesate reformation and remodeling is not 
necessary.

An Interesting Letter from Secretary 
Thomas, of The Southern Mutual. a 


Secretary Thomas, of the Southern Mutual 
Insurance Company, has written to Hon. W. 


1 | J. Morten, of Clarke county, the following 


very interesting letter relative to the insurance 
bill new before the legislature. The Southern 
Mutual Insurance Company is not a member 
of the Southeastern Tariff Association,and this 
opinion is not, so it is claimed, the opinion of 
an interested party. The letter is as follows: 

ATHENS, Ga., December 8.—Hon. W. J. Morton, 
House of Representatives, Atlanta, Ga.—Dear Sir: 
In behalf of the Southern Mutual Insurance 
Company, I beg to say that | and a great number 
of your constituents would be pleased to have you 
give your vote and influence in opposition to what 
is known as the Whitfield bill, in reference to in- 
surance companies, nuw pending in the house of 
representatives. 

To this end I beg to submit to your considera- 
tion some of the reasons why said bill should not 
pass: 

The bill is based, I presume, upon the assump- 
tion that the insurance business in Georgia is 
vastly remunerative and that this result is largely 
due to the compact among the companies, known 
as the Southeastern Tariff Association, and that 
it is the duty of the legislatureto protect the 
public from this apparent extortion. 

That this assumption is wholly unfounded can 
be demonstrated to the satisfaction of any un- 
prejudiced mind. 

1. As to the assumption that extravagant 
profits have been made in Georgia, by reference to 
the reports of the comptroller general and ex- 
officio insurance commissioner of this state, for 
the two last fiscal years (lL have no copies of the. 
reports for the previous years), it will be seen 
that for the year ending April 30, 1890, that the 
profits of the fifty-three companies doing business 
in this state, amounted to §$246,668,and nearly 
one-half of that, to-wit, $116,000, was 
made by this company, the Southern Mutual, and 
this was returned in dividends to the people of 
the state, leaving only $129,000 for the remaining 
fifty-two companies, and this was less than 8 per 
cent of the premium received, and very much 
less than thut upon the capital invested. 

For the year ending April 30, 1889, the results 
were far more discouraging to the companies, as 
there was an absolute loss of $290,000, a few Com- 
panies coming out whole, fewer still made some 
money, while the great bulk lost money and the 
aggregate result was as above stated. 

I enclose a statement taken from the comp- 
troller general’s reports showing these figures 
separately. 

2. As to the allegation that the compaet 
of insurance companies is a monopoly organized 
for the purpose of raising rates and realizing ex- 
tvavagant profits, Il might say that if it were true 
the results shown prove that they have signally 
failed of their putpose. But itis not true. While 
insurance companies are organized for the 
purpose of making money for their stock- 
holders and are as much entitied to a 
profit as any other business, yet, paradoxical as it 
may seem, itistrue that the object of the tariff 
association is to reduce rates, by inducing the 
patrons of the companies toso improve their risks 
as to make them: less liable to destruction by fire, 
and to give a reduction inthe rate for such im- 
provement. Improved risks at low rates have 
been found more profitable than unimproved risks 
at much higher rates. 

It might be asked in this connection, why these 
results cannot be obtuined without the interven- 
tion of the association, to which I reply that all 
experience has shown that this improvement in 
the character of the risks can only be brought 
about by the combined-efforts of the companies. 
Their efforts singly, in this direction, have ut- 
terly failed. 

AS to lessening of the competition by the asso- 
ciation, 1 call your attention to the fact that 
not all the Companics doimg business 
in Georgia are members of the association, 
and that there are hundreds of others in the 
country which are free to enter this field and com- 
pete for the business, whether they arein or out 
of the association. 

I beg to add, in conclusion, that thereis no 
analogy between the insurance companies 
and therailroads that such an atiempt should 
be made to place them under like restric- 
tions. A majority of the people of this state can 
and do carry their own risks. As appears from 
the reports of the comptroller general, less than 
one-third of the property of the state, in value, is 
insured. The people, therefore, may be said to be 
independent o! the insurance. companies. Not so, 
however, of the railroads. All are dependent 
upon them, not only for the comforts of life, but 
for the means of maintaining its very existence. 

However imperative, therefore, may be the con- 
siderations which justify legislative restraint and 
control of the railroads, it would seem that the in- 
surance companies have the inherent right to 


_ agree upon the prices for the risk assumed, and 


the state should not attempt to deprive them of it. 
This is al) they have attempted to do, and espe- 
cially as they have not exercised this right, except 
with discreticn and moderation. 

Regretting that 1 did not see you on the occa- 
sion of your recent visit to explain more fully the 
points outlined above, I am, yours very truly,

P. 8. I see from The Macon Teiegraph that Sen- 
ator Terrell stated that the companies made last 
year $861,000 in Georgia. In this he eniirely 
ignores the item of the expense of couducting the 
business, which is rather more than 
30 per cent of ithe premiums. Of 
the amount he states as the profit, nearly 
$300,000 went into the pockets of the agents 
in the state, as their commussions, and the other 
expenses in the way of taxes and salaries, etc., 
make the total cost of conducting the business, at 
the least calculation, $525,000.
